Englewood, Colorado, revival thus 
far, with great crowds morning, 


afternoon and night. There were 


some conversions in morning and 


- afternoon services Sunday, though 


I gave no invitation Sunday after- 
noon. Sunday night when I 
preached on The Great White 
Throne Judgment, God stirred the 
hearts of the audience and there 
were somewhere between fifteen 
and twenty who came forward, I 
think, conversions and additions to 
the church. Most of the additions 
were by baptism. I do not have 
the exact number at hand, but I 
recall there were two twenty-foot 
benches occupied by those that 


‘came forward and by three or four 


workers who sat with them. This 
is written Tuesday. Last night, 
Monday, the crowd was small and 
I gave no invitation. Tonight I 
speak on The Scarlet Sin, Adultery, 
and I believe God will give a great 
crowd. We earnestly pray for a 
triumphant closing of the revival 
with many saved. 


According to present plans, Mrs. 
Rice, Miss Lola Mae Bradshaw and 
Joan will leave Denver Thursday 
morning and should arrive in Dal- 
las sometime Saturday. Then fol- 
lowing the closing services here 
Sunday night, May 23rd, Brother 
Springer and I will begin our long, 
hard drive to Dallas, and will rest 
very little on the way until we 
arrive in time for the services of 
the Dallas Bible School Tuesday. 

We are having a delightful stay 
in Colorado. I have taken no rest 
day here, but have preached every 
day in the week, including Satur- 
day and Monday, one time as high 


, as five times on Sunday. This week 


we are not having morning serv- 


. ices, however, as I felt I needed 


the time and rest. 

One day we went to Denver Bi- 
ble Institute where we were given 
an hour. Brother Tindley sang 
three songs, and I preached. We 
were most warmly received and 
were entertained at lunch as were 
Brother Springer, Mrs. Rice, Miss 
Lola Mae, and Joan. 

Yesterday we had a delightful 
trip, driving seventy-five miles into 
the Rocky Mountains. We crossed 
the Continental Divide, going over 
Berthoud Pass, 11,306 feet high. 
We drove through the long rock- 
walled Bear Creek Canyon. We 
followed up the continuous rapids 
of a leaping mountain stream, mile 
after mile, on one side and then 
on the other in the narrow canyon. 
Again we climbed steadily with 
hairpin turns and switchbacks, up, 
up, up, so high we were near the 
timber line beyond which it is so 
high and cold that even trees can 
not grow. We saw many a water- 
fall as tumbling creeks leaped out 
of holes in the rock mountains and 
dashed and splattered below until 
they found a roaring way to join 
the stream at the bottom of the 
canyon. We saw miles and miles 
of snow. At one place the cut 
bank of snow where snow plows 
have kept the road open was about 
three feet high. We stopped and 
drank out of streams which on 
their shady side ran under thick 
ice piled with snow. We camped 
beside such a stream and ate a 
delightful chicken dinner. I ate

Sunday was the best day of the 


with my overcoat on. We put ice 
and snow down each other’s necks, 
drank the icy water which was 
melted snow and enjoyed a flury 
that filled the air for a time. We 
made the trip as the guests of 
Miss Louise Crocker, who is one 
of the pianists for the meeting, 
and her mother, Mrs. Bessler. Miss 
Crocker drove and I had every 
chance to enjoy the scenery and 
rest from the labors of Sunday and 
the unremitting toil of the last two 
weeks. I returned last night re- 
freshed and strengthened and hap- 
py for the remainder of the reviv- 
al. 


A few days ago we drove out 
through Red Rock Park and 
climbed some of the giant rocks 
and took pictures. We climbed an- 
other mountain, skinned our shoes, 
and came down with ravenous ap- 
petites. We drove up on Lookout 
Mountain where Buffalo Bill is 
buried and took pictures at his 
grave and then down, down, down 
the winding road through Golden, 
Colorado, and back to Denver. 


The mountains are a constant 
inspiration, and I am reminded of 
how David loved them when he 
cried out, “I will lift up mine eyes 
unto the hills from whence com- 
eth my help. My help cometh from 
the Lord which made heaven and 
earth.” Jesus must have loved 
mountains, for many, many times 
in His life they are mentioned. He 
went up into the mountains to 
pray, sometimes a great while be- 
fore day. And everybody knows 
about the sermon on the mount, 
and His experience on the Mount 
of Transfiguration, and how He as- 
cended to Heaven from the Mount 
of Olives. At that same place He 
will return again one happy day! 
Elijah had his mighty revival on 
Mount Carmel, and Moses received 
the law from God on Mount Sinai. 
From Mount Nebo’s lofty heights 


inning and the Premillennial Return of Christ. 
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Moses saw into the Promised Land, 
where he could not, at that time, 
go, and then he laid down and 
died and God tells us that the 
angels buried him without the aid 
of human hands. One who loves 
the Bible it seems would love the 
mountains, and they are refresh- 
ing to my soul. Their giant gran- 
deur and their eternal changeless- 
ness remind us of the eternal Word 
of God. Like David, I lift up mine 
eyes unto the hills from whence 
cometh my help, that is, to the 
God of the hills and mountains, the 
unchanging, eternal Creator. 

Pike’s Peak, seventy-five miles 
away is clearly visible, and every 
day we see a group of five moun- 
tains, snow covered, that are said 
to be over a hundred miles away. 

The editor is grateful in his 
heart for this trip to Colorado, 
first of all for the privilege of 
preaching the gospel to great 
crowds and for the souls saved and 
second, for the association with 
so many Of God’s people, and third, 
for the refreshing of the climate 
and the wonders of nature which 
we have seen. Yet we are santas 
to be home and are looking’ for- 
ward to a glorious welcome among 
our beloved people in Dallas and 
to a triumphant Bible School with 
great crowds and the power and 
presence of Christ.

(Sermon Preached May 15, 1937 
at Denver Bible Institute, Denver, 


Colorado, by Rev. John R. Rice) 


Dr. Fowler, and faculty and 
student body: It is a great joy 
to be here. I have read about the 
work of Denver Bible Institute 
now for a good many years, and 
it has been my joy to read Grace 
and Truth. Frequently my friends 
have been here and been associ- 
ated with Brother Jones, Brother 
Fowler, Brother Linquist, and 
others, and have talked to me 
about this work. It is a joy to 
me to be here. I trust the Lord 
will bless our hearts today. 


Do you have your Bibles? Turn 
in Leviticus to the last verse of 
the ninth chapter and the begin- 
ning of the tenth chapter of Leviti- 
cus. We have many lessons, don’t 
we, in the law and the service of 
the tabernacle? And you have al- 
ready learned that everything 
about the tabernacle pictures 
Christ. 
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Now they have the altar, and the 
priest has been anointed. Then the 
last verse of the ninth chapter of 
Leviticus says: 


“And there came a fire out 
from before the Lord, and con- 
sumed upon the altar the 
burnt-offering and the fat: 
which when all the people saw, 
they shouted, and fell on their 
faces.” 


God by divine fire has owned 
the sacrifice! 


“And Nadab and Abihu, the 
sons of Aaron, took either of 
them his censer, and put fire 
therein, and put incense there- 
on, and offered strange fire

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before the Lord, which he 
commanded them not. 

“And there went out fire 
from the Lord, and devoured 
them, and they died before the 
Lord.” 


Now I want you to think of the 
case of Nadab and Abihu who 
brought strange fire before the 
Lord and were struck dead. God 
said to Aaron through Moses, 
“Don’t make any wailing. Don’t 
uncover your heads. You ought 
to say ‘Amen’ to it.” Anybody 
who comes to serve God in a 
natural, human capacity ought to 
be punished, and no one ought to 
wail for it. 


Here is a lesson for us. You 
come here to prepare for Christian 
service. It is a delightful thing 
for me to be here. I have had 
great joy when occasionally .I 
have had a chance to look in on 
these Bible Institutes. At Practi- 
cal Bible Training School they 
elected me honorary member of 
the Junior Class last year. I am

In adout two month’s time 
he had led the church to build a 
great brick tabernacle, 75 by 125 
feet in size, with roof supported 
by great steel arches, a beautiful:

Since 
that time he has had other revivals 
in the tabernacle. He has held one, 
Dr. French Oliver held another.

It 
is something God did, super- 
naturally in your heart that makes 
the difference between a child of 
the devil and a child of God, be- 
tween a Hell-bound, condemned 
sinner and a forgiven child of God 
whose sins are under the blood. 
The whole matter of Christianity 
depends upon a supernatural man- 
ifestation of God. 

If you don’t beware you will find 
yourself slipping. The Devil is so 


hand. If you don’t look out, some- 
one will be telling you the days of 
miracles are gone and you will lose 
the supernatural character of the 
new birth, supernatural character 
of your call to the ministry, the 
supernatural fire in your preach- 
ing. Listen to me, I wen’t stand 
here today and try to speak to you 
if I didn’t have certainty that there 
is a divine, supernatural power 
that is not of man that can put 
the words in my mind and heart 
and take the words that I say and 
do supernatural work in your 
heart. If that isn’t true, it is folly 
and worse than that to preach. I 
might as well be addressing the 
Kiwanis Club on salesmanship if 
there isn’t something divine, su- 
pernatura] that takes place in my 


In revivals he frequently speaks 
from four to seven times a day. 
The directness of his appeal, the 
emphasis of his invitation, often 
marked by tears and even more 
often by a plainness of speech that 
is shocking but effective, are the 


before I was born and begged God 
to make me a preacher. Moses 
must have felt God wanted him to 
lead the children of Israel out. He 
had education, standing and offi- 
cial position and he started out to 
do it. The first thing that hap- 
pened he killed a man, Israelites 
would not follow him, and finally 
he fled into the wilderness. He 
ran for his life. He couldn’t do it. 
After some eighty years — (first 
some forty years in Egypt and 
then forty years in the wilderness) 
-— finally God said, “I have about 
got you fried out and simmered 
down to where I can use you.” 
Moses after a while had forgot- 
ten most of the learning in the 
universities of Egypt. He got some 
sense out in the backside of the 
desert. It was the backside of the 
desert, not the front side! God 
doesn’t use people from the front 
side even of the desert very much

A man is coming to preach for 
me at Dallas, Brother William Mc- 
Carrell of the Cicero Bible Church, 
Cicero, Illinois. One thing that im- 
presses me about him is that in 
his church he has a Fisherman’s 
Club, and has had for many years. 
Last year they won over 4,000 peo- 
ple to Christ. For twelve years 
they have averaged over 3,900 con- 
versions every year!

(I think I 
know the Bible, too. The truth of 
the matter is this, I get so self- 
satisfied about knowing the Bible 
that I do not-realize my need for 
power.) Jesus said, “I opened your 
understanding that you might 
understand the Scriptures, but you 
are not fit to preach in a revival. 
Don't start anything, but wait at 
Jerusalem until you get the pow- 
er.” 

John the beloved disciple, Peter 
the bold, James the son of Thunder 
were commanded; “Wait in the 
city of Jerusalem until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” 
He said to the rest, “Don’t start 
anything, but wait here until you 
receive power from on high. You 
will be covered up with the Holy 
Ghost in a few days.” Oh, my 
friends, we ought to have what 
they had, and we can get it like 
they got it. Wait for it, beg God 
for it! 

Brother, listen. If you are will- 
ing to shut out the world and say, 
“Oh God, I need power, I want 
that worse than anything else in 
the world,” and keep on asking 
and searching your heart and wait- 
ing, you can have it. 

Moody prayed for two years.

Moodv 
walked alore the sidewalk and 
there in 2 doorwav something hap- 
pened. Some way the power of 
God came on him and he couldn’t 
control himself. Some friends came 
and thongeht he was sick. Thev 


carried him into a room, and he 


said to them. “Oh, T beg voi. leeve 
me alone. Please get ont and shut 
the door. Leave me alone. T am 
not sick.” He lay there, he said, 


said after a while he said, “Lord, 
I am full. I will die, Lord, if you 
give me any more. Shut off the 
power, Lord. I have got all I can 
hold.” 

He went back and: preached. 
They were the same sermons, but 
the same things didn’t happen. It 
was different. He used the same 
illustrations, but it was different. 
Instead of fives and tens there 
were scores and hundreds saved. 
He said about this, “The wealth of 
the world would be only the small 
dust of the balance when weighed 
with what I got that day.” -He 
went out and said, “Oh God, don't 
let me ever lose what I got to- 
day.” 

It wasn’t long until he went to 
London, England, and began a re- 
vival, and instead of hundreds, two, 
three, four or five hundred, instead 
of that, now thousands heard him, 
and there were hundreds of con- 
versions in a day.

“But I tell you, he knew the 
tricks,” you will say. It wasn’t 
tricks. It was the power of God 
that made Moody and made Fin- 
ney and made Wesley and others. 

Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed? It makes all 
the difference in the world. That is 
what you need — the power of the 
Holy Spirit upon you to win souls. 
Do you have that today? How 
does one get it? You get it like 
they got it. Go and ask for it. 
That is what Jesus was talking 
about when He said that a man 
had two friends, one who had 
plenty and one who was hungry. 
And the man would go to that 
friend at midnight, and say unto 
him, “Friend, lend me three loaves; 
for a friend of mine in his journey 
is come to me and I have nothing 
to set before him.” 

He got the bread and carried 
it back to the lost person. And 
when Jesus said that, then He said, 
“And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every one 
that asketh receiveth; and he that 
seeketh findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened.” Then 
He said, “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto 
your children: how much more 
shall your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask him?” 
(Luke 11:13). God will give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask Him.

Finally he said, 
“I ‘have got to go and get my 
wife.” He started back home after 
his wife in a sleigh, through the 
snow. He had to stop and get the 
shoes fixed on his horse, and when 
he stopped to get them fixed, some 
one came in and said, “Aren’t you 
Mr. Finney, the evangelist?” He 
said that he was. “Well come out 
and preach at our school house.” 
“This is Brother Finney,” the man 
said to the people. They got up 
a crowd and he preached and the 
power came down and sinners were 
saved. They said, “You will have 
to stay and preach tonight.” 
“But I have started after my 
wife.” “No, you have got to 
preach,” they said. So he stayed 
and preached that night. Folks 
began to be saved, and they said, 
“Go on with the meeting.” “If 
some one will go after my wife, 
I will,” he promised. A deacon 
went after his wife that he had 
lived with one day and hadn’t seen 
in six months! He was filled with 
the Spirit of God!
